SCOTT TELLS OFFICERS 


J Told You They Would 
Get Me,” He Whispered to 
His Mother, But She Is 
Unable to Explain What 
He Meant. 


Un a dying condition, with a bullet 
hole through his left breast, Tram- 
mel Scott, department manager for 
Swift & Cos branch in Atlanta, and 
well known as an athlete, lay on an 
operating table at the : Davis-Fischer 
sanitarium ehortly after midnight 
Tuesday morning. 

“I told you they would get me, ” gaid 
young Scott to his parents as he lay 
at the hospital while physicians work- 
ed to. save his life. Just what he 
meant by that statement Mrs. Scott, 
his mother, stated to Call Officers Has- 
lett and McDaniel that she did not 
know, as her son did not Wave an ene- 
my in the -world that she knew of. 

Heard Footsteps. we 

According to Scott's story at the hoa! 
pital, he had just turned from Peach- | 
tree street, down East Merritts ave- 
nue, going to his home, No. 97 that 
street. He stated that he heard foot- 
steps behind him, and started to turn 
to see who it was. 

“If you turn round Tu kill you,” 
said a voige, and about. that time- the 
man shot, the bullet, from his -revolver 
taking effect in Scott's breast just as 
he whirled before the trigger was 
pulled. 

Scott stated that he alse had a gun, 
which he had been carrying for some 
time. As he turned the bullet brought 
him to his knees, from which position 
he emptied his revolver at the backs 
of two fleeing’ figures, one a big yel-

| As his mother bent over him at tune 
hospital Scott roused himself enough 
to say, 1 told you they would get me, 
but they didh’t give mie a fair show.“ 

Police and detectives placed immedi- 
ately at work on the affair were forced 
to report no progress in discovering 
the mysterious -assailants of Scott at 
an early hour this morning: His con- 
dition was pronounced as worse at the 
hospital. and little hope was held out 
for his recovery by attending physi- 
cians. 

A cordon of police and detectives 
thrown out through the section of the 
city where the shooting had taken 


place reported no clew to the two men. 
Father Telis Stery. 

S. B. Scott, insurance agent with 
the firm of W. E. Treadwell & Co., 
father of the young man, told the story 
to a Constitution reporter. 

Mr. Scott stated that his son had for 
the past ten days been separated from 
his wife, who was Miss Ward, of. Ho- 
gansville, Ga., ‘before her marflage. 
He had been to a mail Dox at the cor- 
ner of Peachtree street and Merritts 
avenue to mail a letter to his mother- 
in-law and was on his way to his 
home when the shooting occurred. 

According to the father, his son had 
tried to shoot through his 6Vercoat 
when he heard the voiee of the negro 
telling him not to turn around under 
penalty of death. The cartridge snap- 
ped and he wheeled in self-protection. 

After an examination at the hos- 
pital it was found that he had been 
shot twice, one of the bulleta enter- 
ing hie right knee just below the cap. 

The shooting occurred almost. di- 
rectiy in front of Judge Nash R. 
Broyles’ residence at the corner of 
Merritts and Piedmont avenues. Judge 
Broyles, who had retired, heard the 
shooting. He threw up «he window, 
and leoking out, saw that a man was

Broyles Aids Victim. 

About the time Judge Broyles reach 
ed the sidewalk a taxicab was pass - 
ing. Judge Broyles picked the injured 
man up and placing him in the car, di- 
rected the driver to proceed to the 
Davis-Fischer sanitarium. 

Mrs. Scott, wife of the injured man, 
is also at the St. Joseph hospital des- 
perately ‘ill. 

S. B. Scott; in talking to hig son, ask- 
ed him if he Knew who did the shoot- 
ing, and as to whether or not he knew 
his two mysterious assailants could 
have been.

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REGULATING EXCHANGES. 


Farmers, bankers and business men who, 
only a few years ago, were clamoring for 
such government regulation of cotton ex- 
changes as would prevent speculative mar- 
ket manipulation, are, perhaps, unaware 
that such regulation, secured through the 
Smith-Lever law, now hangs upon the slen- 
der thread of a supreme court decision as 
to a. constitutional point, already decided 


adversely to the law in the lower court. 


In this contingency Congressman Lever 
has reintroduced the Smith-Lever law in the 
house of representatives, overcoming any 
possible constitutional objection, and hoping 
to circumvent by its passage the result of 
the higher court’s decision, in the event it 
should be adverse. 

Protection of the 1916 cotton crop against 
the adverse effech of market manipulation 
may depend upon the early enactment of 
and Associati everywhere of 


important to lend their aid to this move 
ment in order that the result may not be in 
doubt. 

The Smith-Lever law was attacked in 
the courts by certain New York interests, 
and deelared unconstitutional in the lower 
court, because it imposed a tax and, tech- 
nically, originated in the senate, whereas 
the constitution requires that all revenue, 
as Well as appropriation, measures shall have 
their origin in the house of representatives. 
If the United States supreme court, to 
which the government has appealed, should 
sustain this contention, the law would be 
dead, and the cotton trade, at least until a 
new law could be enacted, would be at the 
mercy of the New York manipulators, once 
the subject of almost nation-wide complaint. 

Discussing this rather critical aspect of 
the situation, The New Orleans Times- 
Picayune says:

It is not 
only important, but imperative, that the 
cotton and business interests of the south 
do not fail to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to proctect themselves, in the event 
of an adverse supreme court decision. 

Reenactment of the law at this time, cor- 
recting any possible constitutional error, 
also makes opportunity for its amendment 
in certain particulars, for the protection of 
legitimate trade interests. It is said the 
prohibition against Americans trading, on 
foreign exchanges sometimes prevents prop- 
er hedging against spot transactions. There 
is every disposition to so frame the law 
that it will not interfere with legitimate 
trading of any character. This is a matter 
of detail which should present no material 
diffieulty. 

But as for the law itself and the necessity 
for it in assuring every possible protection 
against the effects of manipulation upon the 
1916 crop, it must demand the co-operation

GOVERNMENT-BUILT ROAD. 


The federal policy of constructing sub-, 
stantial macadamized roads connecting per- 
manent army posts has been invoked in a 
pill just introduced in the house of repre- 
sentatives by Congressman Carl Vinson, of 
the tenth, who proposes to secure, if pos- 
sible, a government-built road from Fort 
Oglethorpe, through Fort McPherson, in 
Atlanta, to the United States arsenal in 
Augusta. 

In pursuance of the same policy, the gov- 
ernment has already built a splendid turn- 
pike from Chattanooga, Tenn., out to Fort 
Oglethorpe, in Catoosa county, with branches 
to Hinggold and other points affording im- 
portant railroad connections. This, approxi- 
mately thirty-five miles of government-built 
road, is not only the best in north Georgia, 
but as good as any road anywhere in the 


country. 


Congressman Vinson's bill calls for an 
appropriation of $2,000,000 te construct a 
similar military road from Fort Oglethorpe 
through Whitfield, Gordon, Bartow, Cobb 
and. Fulton counties to Fort McPherson, 
near Atlanta, thence 
Rockdale, Newton, Jasper, Putnam, Bald- 
win, Hancock, Warren, McDuffie, Colum- 
bia and Richmond counties, to the fed- 
eral arsenal in Augusta. 

Certainly there is no more important or 
serviceable direction which internal prepar- 
edness can possibly take than in the con- 
“struction of substantial highways, always 
valuable for military purposes, and of in- 
calculable benefit to the public who enjoy 
the use of them. Upon the same theory 
the proposal might be still further elaborat- 
ed, and the Augusta arsenal connected by a 
similar road with Fort Screven, on Tybee 
Island, guarding the entrance to the Savan- 
nah river. Such a plan would provide a 
magnificent highway clear across the state, 
from the Tennessee line right to the coast, 
and connect four of the most important 
military stations in the south. 

There is the interesting consideration 
that a great deal of the work involved in 
the construction of such a road has already 
been done. There would be practically no 
grading involved, and some of it has even 
been paved. In exchange for government as- 
sistance in the completion and macadamiz- 
ing of such a road, unquestionably the coun- 
ties interested would be glad to give the 
government such jurisdiction upon it as it 
would be compelled to have for military 
purposes. Under stress of military exigency 
the government must use any road at hand, 
regardless of jurisdiction or ownership, and, 
on the other hand, government roads are al- 
ways open to public use. It may be possible, 
therefore, to carry out the plan upon these 
lines at a considerably reduced expense. 

Mr. Vinson’s proposal is a splendid one, 
and should commend itself fo favorable 
congressional consideration. The Georgia 
delegation should get actively back of it, 
in the effort to push it to early success.

SEVEN-FOOT FIDDLE 
WIL. BE A FEATURE 

OF FIDDLERS’ MEET 


When is a fiddle not a fiddle? is the 
question now disturbing the executive 
committee of the Georgia Old-Time Fid- 
dlers’ association, whieh is to hold 
its fifth annual convention at the Au- 
ditorium next week, beginning Wed- 
nesday night. 

The question arose through a letter 
from Abe Dillworth, of Oglethorpe 
county, who desires to enter the con- 
test for the fiddling championship of 
Georgia. He wrote, in part: . 

“Me and George Birdsong play each 
and every tune we ever heard, but we 
don't play on regular fiddles. We play 
a bull fiddle, George doing the finger- 
ing and me pulling the bow, which 
takes both hands in some places. If 
you don't know what a bull fiddle is 
I'll tell you. It ‘ia built Ike a fiddle 
only it is about seven foot high and 
stands on the ground and it is some 
trouble to move, so we don’t Want 
to come unless we can get in.” 

The rules and regulations governing 
the fiddlers’ championship contests are 
rather rigid, so the committee hardly 
knows what to do. The members are 
considering inviting Mr. Dillworth and 
Mr. Birdsong to bring their bull fiddle 
along and play for the entertainment 
of t audiences and offering to pay 
transportation on the instrument. But 
the bull fiddle will be barred from 
the prize contest.
